Farm operators should wait 
unti] they receive notice about 
price-support levels for the 
1959 upjand cotton crop before 
they register their choice be- 
tween the (A) and (B) allot- 
ments for their farm, Lester 
Gunter, chairman of the Cof- 
fee Agricultura] Stabilization 
and Conservation County com- 
mittee said today. 

Operators already know what 
the Choice (A) and (B) upland 
cotton allotments are for their 
farms, the chairman explain- 
ed, since this information was 
Sent to them before the De- 
cember 15 referendum on mar- 
keting quotas for the 1959 crop. 

However, the price support 
leve] for the 1959 upland  cot-

A LESSON IN PROPAGANDA 


It may appear really presumptuous for the manager of 
a Jittle weekly newspaper to challenge a columnist in a 
big daily like the Montgomery Advertiser, but whv” 
Are all things to be decided by size? If this be true then 
man should bow to the elephant, and the United States 
should bow to China. 


J. Fred Thornton, in The Montgomery Advertiser Jan. 
18, starts by saying that “The slickest brand of propa- 
ganda is the “painless” kind—the sort we swallow with- 
out realizing it,” and then proceeds with one of the 
slickest, most painless doses of propaganda in favor of 
Spain on record, 


He even depreciates the glorious victory of Sir Fran- 
Bnglish speaking peoples upon the books tney have read, 
He says that the English and Americans have been pro- 
pagandized against Spain, and then proceeds to overlook 
entirely any comparison between the relative welfare of 
the two peoples, how the facts speak for themselves a- 
bout how well the Bnglish Speaking peoples have suc- 
eeded where the Spanish have failed through their own 
indolence and cruelty, 


He even depresiates the glorious victory of Sir Fran- 
cis Drake over the Spanish Armada, many times the 
size of Drake's forces, then overlooks entirely the inter- 
nal weaknesses of the Armada, such as the fact that it 
was commanded by an Army officer instead of a seaman 
because he had more “pull” with the Spanish king and 
wanted to reap the glory for what all Spain was confi- 
dent would be a blow that would Wipe out their national- 
istic and religious foes, 


He says that kinglich writers have glorified the rob- 
bery by English ships of Spanish ships pursuing peace- 
ful trade, and ovevlooks the fact that English and Span- 
ish ships preyed upon each other with equal abandon, al- 
though there probably are not sufficient records exist- 
ent to say which side was first to start these peace-time 
acts of war, 


Put here is the clincher: he says that “Robinson Cru- 
soe” deals kindly with the Spanish, True it does but let's 
read the full-length version as writtef by the author, 
not the abbreviated grade school version. and see how 
the Spanish attitude toward their tasks left them out- 
distanced by their fellow inhabitants of this fictional is- 
land, The full-length beok will be discussed later this 
yeor by the Great Books Discussion Group in Elba and 
Mr. Thornton, as well as anyone else who has read the 
book in its entiretv during the two weeks preceding 
the meeting, is invited. 


Then there is the prejudiced way he says American 
writers treated the Mexican general, Santa Ana, in the 
war which led to liberation of Texas. True Santa Ana on- 
ly acted according to the eustoms of his country in the 
Alamo massacre, but what is to be said of a people with 
such customs? It is true that Santa Ana showed rare hu- 
manism when he spared a young mother and her baby 
in the Alamo and had her escorted in safety to the A- 
merican lines. It is true that Santa Ana deserves respect. 

But how Mr. Thornton glosses over the remainder of 
the story: a short time later Santa Ana was on the los- 
ing side in a country which, like Cuba at the. present 
time, more often resolved its polities by revolution ra- 
ther than by election, and Santa Ana had to flee for his 
life. Where did he go? He was given refuge by his recent 
enemy, The United States. The United States did not try 
Santa Ana as a war criminal, but let him live in peace in 
this country for many years. Has Spain ever shown 
such forbearance towards en erstwhile foe? 

There are other points {n Mr, Thornton's column. but 
why go on? These are sufficient. to show him at least ten 
feet off base,
